GSS, army apprehend 30 Hamas

THE General Security Service 
and the army have arrested 30 
members of various Hamas cells 
in the Bethiehem area over the 
last several davs.

1989. 


According to an army State- 
ment, the operation also foiled 
planned attacks. 


About half of those arrested 
are believed to be affiliated with 
Hamas’ military wing. They were 
organized in several cells in the

Bethlehem area, but some were 
Originally from refugee camps ia 
the Gaza Strip. 

Several of those arrested are 
suspected of being involved in the 
attempted 1994 bombing of an 
Israeli bus near Beit Jalla, setting 
cars on fire in the Jerusalem 
neighborhood of Gilo. and hurl- 
ing Molotov cocktails at military 
vehicles in 1989 and 1990. In 
those incidents, two soldiers were 
wounded, one seriously. 


During the round-up of the 
suspects, two LAW anti-tank 
tockets were found, as were as 
pistols and ammunition. 

Preliminary interrogations in- 
dicate that several planned at- 
tacks may have been prevented 
as a result of the arrests, includ- 
ing the kidnapping of army offi- 
cers in the Bethlehem area, the 
kidnapping of a soldier in Jerusa- 
fem, killing Israeli employers 
picking up Palestinian laborers in 
the territories, and placing a 
bomb in a Jerusalem dumpster. 


Avraham Shapira to lose _ Israel wants 
villa to liquidators

MK Avraham Shapira and 
members of his family, the for- 
mer owners of Carmel Carpets, 
must turn over a Caesarea villa 
they claim as theirs to the carpet 
conglomerate’s liquidators with- 
in seven days. the Tel Aviv Dis- 
trict Court ruled yester- 
day. 
Judge Yishai Levit ruled that 
the Shapira family does not have 
ownership rights to the villa, 
vaiued at more than one million 
dollars. 


Shapira is entitled to be com- 

nsated for his investment in 
the villa, the judge said, but bis 
return of the keys is not condi- 
tioned on such compensa- 
tion. 

“The plot was and remains 
the property of the company,” 
Levit ruled. “The company did 
not allow the Shapiras to build 
on its property so that they 
could keep the villa, but the 
construction was done so that 
[the company] could retain it to 
entertain its customers.” 


The villa is one of the targets 
in a NES 1 billion suit the liqui- 
dators, attorney Yosef Cohen 
and accountant Ovadia Blass, 
filed against Shapira and his 
family several months 


jeShapira, who bad insisted in 


court that he had financed the 
villa’s construction out of his 
personal fands, said he would 
appeal the decision. 


Carmel Carpets purchased 
the plot on 64 Migdal Street in 
1972 and built a guest house for 
the company’s customers. In 
fact, the villa was also used by 
Shapira and family members. 


In 1984 a contract was signed 
whereby Carmel Carpets sold 
the villa to the Shapira family 
for the relatively low price of 
$15,000 (in current value) in lieu 
of dividends. But the change in 
ownership was never fited with 
the Land Registry. 


After Carmel Carpets went 
into receiversbip in 1993, and 
later into liquidation, the liqui- 
dators demanded Shapira return 
the keys, saying it belonged to 
the company. 

Levit advised Shapira and the 
liquidators to reach a compro- 
mise agreement whereby the liq- 


. widators withdraw their demand 


for Shapira to return dividends 
he received from the company, 
and in return the Shapira family 
wil] not ask to be paid back for 
their investment in the villa.

withdrawal

ISRAEL has proposed a troop 
withdrawal from the Golan 
Heights over four years as part of 
a treaty with Syria, but would not 
ask for US troops to be stationed 
on the Golan, Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres said Tuesday 
night. 

“Eighteen months is what the 
Syrians are recommending, and 
we are suggesting four years,” 
Peres said on US public 
television. 

He did not indicate the extent 
of withdrawal. Peres cautioned 
that any territorial issues had to 
deal with the ila ἰορόεῖας 

. saying that security val- 
on Tountain differs from that 
of a valley. 

“Did we go [to the Golan] be- 
cause it’s holy land? Did we go 
there to search for the priests, the 
prophets? They [Syrians] at- 
tacked us,” he said. 

Asked what he considered holy 
land, Peres said: “For me, it’s 
Jerusalem. It’s Zion. It's Eretz 
Yisrael on its changing borders.” 

Any other troops on the Golan 
would have a role similar to that 
of the UN force in Sinai, as ob- 
servers, he said.

MK David Levy yesterday an- 
nounced a national meeting of 
his camp activists on June 18, 
when he intends to announce 
he is quitting the Likud and 
establishing a new party. 

Last-ditch efforts to pre- 
vent the split in the party will 
be made at party headquar- 
ters in Metzudat Ze'ev today. 

The crisis between Levy and 
Likud leader MK Binyamin Ne- 
tanyahu peaked yesterday, when 
Levy learned that huge ads will 
be published in today’s newspa- 
pers announcing the Likud’s cen- 
tral committee meeting next 
Monday. 

Levy views Netanyahu’s hold- 
ing the meeting as a casus belli 
and, as a result, gave his peaple 
the go-ahead to convene. 

Levy and his people object to 
the primary proposal which the 
central committee will be asked 
to approve. They are angry that 
Netanyahu set the committee 
Meeting without coordinating 
with the committee's chairman, 
Maxim Levy, and believe it 
means Netanyahu will shut them 
out of the party representation. 

Former Likud defense minister 
Moshe Arens said yesterday that 
there is "no justification for Levy 
leaving the Likud.” He emoha- 
sized ibut, because tere is nu 
ideological dispute between Levy 
and Netanyahu, there is no basis 
for the establishment of 2 new 


party. 

Arens told Israel Radio that 
Levy should come to the commit- 
tee meeting and present his ideas 
before the members regarding 
the primary system, and accept 
the majority's decision. 

“There is no reason for Levy 
and his men not to come to the 
central committee meeting,” 
Ayens said. “After all. they are 
members of the party ... If their 


ideas are accepted they will te 
carried out, and if not they vi" 
have to accept the majori.y 
opinion.” 

In this age. Arens said, “I d+ 
not think that parties thar do πο: 
abide by democratic principles 
can function.” 

Kiryat Shmona Mayor Prosper 
Azran, a Levy stalwart, said that 
Arens is only repeating the story 
of the septets, when the Levy 
camp was pushed down in the 
elections because of a deal be- 
tween other camps. 

“That means totally ignoring 
the principle that there are varied 
groups in the Likud and every 
group must be represented,” Az- 
ran told Israel Radio. 

“It is not at all wise that the 
majority will obliterate the mi- 
nority,” he said. 

Netanyahu wants to meet pri- 
vately with Levy to smooth over 
their differences, but Levy has 
conditioned such a meeting on 
Netanyahu canceling the party 
committee meeting. 

By yesterday, all the mediation 
attempts between Levy and Ne- 
tanyahu had failed. Levy's peo- 
ple had already reserved the hall 
for the camp gathering earlier 
this week, but refrained from an- 
nouncing this. perhaps in the 
hope that a compromise wauld be 
reached with Netanvaiu and the 
split would be avoided. 

But when Levy learned of the 
plans to publish the ads today, he 
issued ἃ statement that his deci- 
sion was made. 

Sources said that in crises such 
as these. a solution might still be 
found at the very last moment.

Hussein laments time - 
lost in war with Israel 


AMMAN (AP) -- King Hussein 
yesterday lamented the time Jor- 
dan and Israel lost in five decades 
of acrimony when they could 
have been focusing on develop- 
ment and cooperation. 


The monarch spoke during a 
meeting with a delegation from 
the American Society for Tech- 
nion, a New York City-based in- 
stitute which was established in 
1940 and supports the work of the

Finance Minister Avraham Sho- 
hat said the law allows israel to 
abide by its agreement signed with 
the Palestinians in Paris last ‘year. 
The money is intended for use in the 
areas in which the Palestinians have 
been given early empowerment, in- 
Cluding education, welfare and 
tourism. 

The Opposition submitted 200 
reservations to the bill, and the de- 
bate was used as an opportunity to 
attack the government's peace poli- 
cies.

Bomb explodes on Jerusalem-Hebron road 


A large roadside bomb exploded yesterda

‘Tibi bill’ 
moves forward

A BILL which would forbid an Is- 
Taeli citizen to act as a political or 
security adviser to a foreign body 
without government authorization 
was approved by the Knesset Interi- 
or Committee yesterday. 


Under the bill, which will soon 
come up for first reading in the 
plenum, violators would be liable to 
8 three-year prison sentence.

A POLL conducted to measure Is- 
raeli and Palestinian support for dif- 
ferent solutions to Jerusalem's final 
status indicates that the two sides are 
less polarized than usually thought. 


Close to a majority on both sides ι 


are prepared to divide the city, with 
Israel having sovereignty over all 
Jewish neighborhoods over the 
Green Line, while support for the 
publicly stated political solutions, 
undivided Israeli sovereignty versus 
division along Green Line, is less 
than unanimous. 

At the two poles, the survey 
showed that 76 percent of Israelis 
very largely, largely, or moderately 
support exclusive Israeli sovereign- 
ty over all Jerusalem, while 67% of 
Palestinians want to divide sover- 
eignty along the pre-Six Day War 
border. 

But the poll also showed that 44% 
of Israelis are prepared to accept 
Israeli sovereignty only over west 
Jerusalem and Jewish areas across 
the Green Line, while 47% of Pales- 
tinians are ready to accept that 
solution. 

‘The poll was conducted by Gallop 
Israel among 594 Israelis over 18 
from around the country for the Isra- 
el/Palestine Center for Research and 
Information. It was also conducted 
by DATA studies among 500 Pales- 
tinians chosen according to Palestin- 
ian Bureau of Statistics population 
distribution. Margin of error is 
3.4%. ᾿ 

The survey asked Israelis and Pal- 
estinians what they thought the other 
side would think of each proposal, 
and the assessments by each side of 
the other were reasonably accurate. 
For example, 68% of Israelis 
thought the Palestinians preferred 
divided sovereignty, while Palestin- 
jams assumed that 63% of Israelis 
wanted undivided sovereignty.

MEMBERS of Tel Aviv’s burial 
society, wha the Religious Af- 
fairs Ministry claims are over- 
paid, yesterday implemented 
work sanctions for the second day 
in a row, delaying al! burials in 
Tel Aviv and the Dan region to 
the late afternoon. 

The sanctions came as a result 
of an emergency committee set 
up recently by Religious Affairs 
Minister Shimon Shetreet to 
manage the burial society’s fi- 
ances, 

The committee recommended

that drastic cuts be made 
in the salaries paid to the society's 
workers. 

According to an audit carried 
out by a Tel Aviv accounting 
firm, the burial society is paying 
its workers astronomical salaries. 

For instance, the audit showed 
that former director-general Yis- 
rael Ehrlich earned some 
NIS 76,000 a month, and that his 
deputy grossed some NIS 46,500 
ἃ month. 


Other wages in the burial soci- 
ety included NIS 24,600 a month 
for the society’s accountant, 
NIS 22,166 for the cantor, 
NIS 15,750 for the person who 
washes the corpses, NIS 22,500 
for the driver, NIS 16,700 for 
gravediggers. The burial society 
messenger is paid NIS 13.100 a 
month. 

The audit was initiated by for- 
mer ministry director-general 
Ze’ev Rosenberg, after the burial 
society reported a NIS 18 million 
deficit in 1994, 


Living standard of 
immigrant children improves 


THE number of immigrant chil- 
dren living below the poverty line 
has dropped dramatically, from 
42.9% in 1991 to 23.5% in 1993, 
Absorption Minister Yair Tzaban 
said yesterday. 

Tzaban attributed this im- 
provement to the lowering of im- 
migrant unemployment, as well 
as to NI payments for a family’s 
first two children and those 10 
persons earning less than the 
minimum wage. 

The statistics for 1994 are ex- 
pected to be “‘even more encour- 
aging,”’ Tzaban said. 

He was speaking at a seminar 
to mark the publication of a year- 
book on immigrant children put 
out jointly by his ministry and the 
Nationa! Council for the Child. 

Jn the years 1990-1994, more 

than a quarter of the new immi

grants ~ 163,887 -- were children. 

The vast majority came from 
the former Soviet Union, 17,000 
from Ethiopia, 2,400 from the 
US, and 1,800 from France. 

In certain development towns, 
such as Or Akiva, Upper Naza- 
reth and Sderot, the immigrant 
children formed more than 30% 
of the population under 18. 

One of the successes of the 
aliya wave is the fact that some 
70% of the immigrants from the 
CIS have already bought apart- 
Ments, a phenomenon unprece- 
dented among other groups of 
immigrants in previous years, 
Tzaban said, 

Noting that qualitatively the 
new aliya is of a very high level, 
Tzaban pointed out that 51% of 


those from the CIS attained a ful! 
bagrut (matriculation) as op- 
posed to the national average of 
48%. 

Among the youth from Ethio- 
pia, there was greater motivation 
than among any other sector to 
volunteer for fighting units in the 
army but other factors prevented 
them from attaining their goals. 

Council head Dr. Yitzhak Kad- 
man spoke of the trauma of mi- 
gration which the families face 
when making aliya. 

“They lose their identity, their 
social milieu, their culture and 
often their extended family 
ties... Very often the children in 
the family are those who become 
problematic,” he said, ‘‘but other 
times they are the ones who take 
over the leadership of the fam- 
ily,”" Kadman said. 


11 imprisoned Thai workers petition 
High Court against their expulsion 


ELEVEN’ “Thai Socal! yester- 
day petitioned the High Court of 
Justice against their threatened 
expulsion from the country, say- 
ing the Interior Ministry has not 
even explained why it is trying ta 
kick them out. 

They also asked the court to 
order their release from prison, 
where they are being held until 
the expulsion. Arrest is umneces- 
sary, the petition said; it would be 
sufficient to demand bail. 

According to the petition, the 
workers were brought in by the 
She’an Development Company, 
a joint ventore of the Beit She’an 
Valley kibbutzim, to work in its 
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fisheries. The company, it said, 
obtained the requisite permits 
from the Labor and Agriculture 
tainistries, and then contracted 
with Amit Manpower Services to 
find the workers. Amit, the peti- 
tion said, also obtained 8 the 
necessary permits, and the work- 
ers arrived on May 3. 

On May 29, Interior Ministry 
representatives suddenly ap- 
peared at their workplace, hand- 
ed them expulsion orders, and 
arrested them. 

The petitioners say they were 
never told why they are being 
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expelied. However, they ines 


ently ‘think they are suspected’ of 
doing work other than that for 
which they were brought in, since 
much of the petition is devoted to 
trying to disprove this. 

According to the petition, they 
were hired to remove fish from 
the fish ponds and sort and pack- 
age them for same-day consump- 
tion. For convenience’s sake, the 
sorting and packaging are done at 
the ‘‘Dag She’an’’ factory, which 
makes processed fish products. 
However, the petitioners said, 
they had nothing to do with Dag 
She’an’s operations — they dealt 
strictly with the fresh fish. 
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Maxwell brothers 
accused of fraud 


LONDON (Reuter) — A state 
prosecutor accused Kevin and Ian 
Maxwell, sons of the late media 
tycoon Robert Maxwell, and two 
other defendants of conspiring to 
defraud pensioners at the opening 
of their trial yesterday. 

Prosecutor Alan Suckling told 
the jury the four defendants had 
agreed in 1991 to use pension fund 
assets, in the form of shares in ἃ 
company called Teva, in a dishon- 
est manner that defrauded pension 
funds run by Robert Maxwell. 

The trial at London's central 
criminal court is one of Britain's 
biggest fraud cases and has begun 
three and a half years after Robert 
Maxwell died at sea in mysterious 
circumstances in November 1991. 

“The prosecution case is all four 
defendants agreed to use the Teva 
shares in this way. This was dis- 
honest and a fraud on the pension 
funds,” be told a courtroom 
packed with about two dozen law- 
yers and 80 journalists. 

Kevin, 36, ‘tod Tan Maxwell, 38. 
who sat with their bewigged law- 
yers nearby, and the two other 
defendants, Larry Trachtenberg 
and Robert Bunn, who both 


served as Maxwell compariy sce - 


tors, have pleaded not guilty. 
‘The four defendants are accused 
of te soci handling the Teva 
shares between November 5, 1991 
— the day Robert Maxwell disap- 
peared from his yacht, Lady Ghis- 
laine — and November 21. Max- 
well’s body was later found 
floating off the Canary 
Suckling said Kevin Maxwell 
was accused of a second count. of 
acting as co-conspirator with his 
father before he died by using oth- 
€r pension shares -- shares in a 
different company, Scitex Corpo- 
ration — to raise money for Robert 
Maxwell Group Pic, Robert Max- 
well’s main holding private hold- 


ing company. 

‘With each count carrying a max- 
imum sentence of 10 years, Kevin 
Maxwell faces a possible 20 years 
in prison, while [an Maxwell and 
the two others each face a maxi- 
mum of 10 years. 

Robert Maxwell's vast corpo- 
Tate empire collapsed after his 
death. The judge, Nicholas Phil- 
lips, criticized media coverage of 
this collapse and of events leading 
to the brothers’ trial. 


Jailed Chinese dissident

BELJING (AP) - A man sen- 
tenced to life for throwing paint- 
filled eggshells at Chairman 
Mao’s portrait duriag 1989 pro- 
democracy demonstrations has 
petitioned the government for le- 
niency and improved prison 
conditions. 

The group Human Rights 
Watch Asia. meanwhile, issued a 
report yesterday accusing the 
Chinese government of systemat- 
ic abuses of prisoners as well as 
other tight controls on dissent. 

It urged the Group of Seven 
industrialized nations, due to 
meet in Canada in mid-June, to 
develop a common strategy for 
countering fluman rights viola- 
tions in China. 

President Clinton. who just

icy, should refuse to visit Beijing 
until such abuses stop, it said. 
Each spring, authorities have 
tightened conmols on dissent in 
the weeks abead of the June 4 
anniversary of the military sup- 
pression of the 1989 protests. 


Police have detained at least 
three dozen political activists in 
the past few weeks, some of them 
in connection with an unprece- 
dented show of defiance in the 
form of petitions and open letters 
by dissidents demanding more 
freedom and tolerance. 

The prisoners’ petition was ad- 
dressed to the National People's 
Congress and its chairman, Qiao 
Shi. The handwritten statement 
appealed to the legislature to set 
up a commission to review the 
verdicts of all those jailed in the 
aftermath of the 1989 protests.

Boutros-Ghali urges reduction ο 


of UN forces in Bosnia 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter) -- 
Secretary-General Boutros Bou- 
tros-Ghali yesterday urged scal- 
ing down the mandate and even- 
tually reducing the UN force in 
Bosnia so as to carry out only 
those tasks it could realistically 
perform. 

The reduced force was one of 
four options he presented to the 
Security Council. He flatly re- 
jected either the withdrawal of 
the 22,400-strong UN Protection 
Force (UNPROFOR) in Bosnia 
as wel! as retaining the status 
quo. 

The third option called for the 


use of offensive action by individ- 


ual states — but not under UN 
command. 

Sporadic fighting shattered a 
few days of relative calm in Sara- 
jevo yesterday, and the interna- 
tional community stepped up dip- 
lomatic efforts to end a crisis over 
UN troops held hostage by Bos- 
nian Serbs. 

The UN reported an hour of 
mortar and artillery fire followed 
by sporadic shelling and said the 


Serbs may have attacked the De- 
belo Brdo ridge to the south of 
the city. 

The Serbs were spotted using 
stolen UN vehicles around Sara- 
jevo to penetrate areas of the city 
under UN control. 

“There was at least one report 
of a stolen vehicle seen inside the 
city close to the UN headquarters 
lesa said spokesman Gary 


The UN fears that light tanks, 
armored cars and uniforms seized 
by the Serbs from French more 
may be used as disguise in attac! 
on peacekeepers cr Bosnian gov- 
ernment forces. 

With seven French soldiers re- 
leased on Tuesday, the United 
Nations said 371 personnel were 
detained or surrounded. 

US envoy Robert Frasure was 
due in Belgrade in a fresh effort 
to isolate the Bosnian Serbs by 
persuading Serbian President 
Slobodan Milosevic to recognise 
Bosnia. 

He was expected to improve an 
offer from the Contact Group ~ 


the United States, Russia, Brit-- 


ain, Germany and France -- on 
suspending UN sanctions in 
returao.- 

Milosevic wants a deal which 
would make it bard for the Unit- 
ed States to reimpose the sanc- 
tions later. 

On the groumd in central Bos- 
nia an advance party of British 
troops began preparing the 
ground for reinforcements on 
their way from Britain. 

Thirty-three Britons are 
among, the hostages and_Britain 
has put 6.000 troops into the field 
or on standby. This is almost fri- 
ple the number of soldiers it al- 
ready has in Bosnia. 

Junior British foreign minister 
Douglas Hogg, facing some do- 
Mestic resistance to a deeper 
commitment to the UN effort, 
said Britain had to accept its re- 
sponsibilities and the risks. 

“We are prepared to suffer a 
significant degree of loss and ca- 
suaities and cost in order to per- 
form what will be in the wider 
interest,” Hogg said. Otherwise 
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there was a risk of a wider war 
and the undermining of UN 
authority. . 

The Bosnian Serbs say they 
will carry on holding the UN hos- - 
tages until they obtain pledges 
that there will be ao more allied 
air strikes, something NATO bas 
firmly ruled out saying it stands 
ready to bomb again if the UN: 
asks it to. 

But the Bosnian government is 
itself not entirely happy, with the 
artival of reinforcements ‘since 
the hostage crisis. 

Bosnian President ‘Alija Tzé 
begovic said the advice that the 
British were arriving was “not 
very satisfactory”. He said the 
Bosnian army would allow the 
British troops to move only to a 
staging area pending clarification 
of their role. 


The Bosnians apparently fear 
the British are there to prepare 
for a regrouping and withdrawal, 
leaving eastern Bosnian Moisem 
enclaves vulnerable. Something 
the UN denies.

jointly a single Europe,” he told 
the meeting. 

“In other words, we sugeest 
(NATO should) halt and think, 
rather than act hastily and 
blindly.” 

NATO Secretary General Wil- 
ly Claes told the meeting that 
NATO's expansion plari is not 
“directed against Russia nor does 
it diminish the national security 
interests of Russia.” 

He said NATO and Russia 
“have it in their power to become 
valued friends, leaving behind for 
good the remnants of ‘past. mis- 
trust and suspicion.”

ESPITE THE seasonal 

emphasis on marketing 

dairy products, Tel Aviv 
Chief Rabbi Yona Metzger as- 
sures me that eating dairy foods 
on Shavuot is a custom, not a 
religious law. 

He emphasizes that the custom 
has become very much a part of 
the holiday here. 

The main explanation, he says, 
is that the Torah was handed 
down on a Shabbat, when there 
Was 10 opportunity to make the 


᾿ dishes kosher for eating meat and 


milk separately, so that our an- 
cestors in Sinai made do with a 
dairy meal. 

At the same time, Metzger says 
that many observant families eat 
a dairy mea) on the eve of Sha- 
vuot, but a meat meal at noon on 
the holiday — basing themselves 
on a saying that festivity requires 
meat and wine (“Ein simha 54 
basar v'yayin™). 


NO AMOUNT of rabbinical dis- 
cussion is apt to lessen the pro- 
motion of dairy products for Sha- 
vuot. 

Madanot, which is Sunfrost's 
baked-goods affiliate. has just 
come out with a new line of fro- 
zen blintzes, with an eye to the 
holiday meals. In fact, only one 
type, Cheese Blintzes with Rai- 
Sins, is a dairy product. The other 
two, Chocolate Blinwes with 
Nuts and Fotato Blintzes with 
Fried Onion, are certified as par- 


-ve and therefore suitable for any 


meal. 

The cheese blintzes are surpris- 
ingly good for a commercial 
product. So are the blintzes filled 
with bittersweet chocolate, 
though they really need the en- 
closed packet of powdered sugar 
to sweeten them. As for the non- 
sweet potato blintzes. the family 
verdict was divided. 

Each package contains 375 gr., 
six pieces and sells for NIS 11.95 
- which means NIS 2 a bliatz. 
The back of the box carries full 
English labeling, including direc- 
tions for heating in a baking 
oven, microwave oven or frying 
pan. 


THE IMPORTERS of Aunt Je- 
mima pancake mixes suggest that 
a stack of American-style griddle 
cakes would make ἃ welcome 
change from the familiar Euro 
an-style blintzes on the holiday 
table. 

I couldn’: help noticing the 
change in Aunt Jemima’s visage 
on the label. No longer is she a 
plump. colored Mammy with a 
bandana. Instead, she’s a young 
African American woman with 
well-coiffured hair and pear! ear- 
tings. Neither I nor the importer, 
M. Prop and Son of Tel Aviv, 
knows when this transformation 
occurred. 

The Original Pancake & Waf- 
fle Mix calls for the addition of 
milk, eggs and oil. Instructions 
say you can substitute two egg 
whites for each egg, and can use 
low-fat milk. The Complete Pan- 
cake & Waffle Mix and the But- 
termilkk Complete Pancake & 
Waffle Mix require the addition 
of water only. There is some egg 
and dairy matter in these. 

All three carry the OU kashrut 
certification. The Original is par- 
ve until you add milk; the others 
are dairy. Each box contains 900 
gr., enough for 2 mighty heap of 
pancakes, and retails for 
NIS 12.95. 

Unfortunately, the original 
English instructions have been 
covered up with Hebrew fabeis 
which do not peel off. The Com- 
plete mix , however, has 
both English and Hebrew on its 
stick-on label.

Whitman has a new chocolate- 
vanilla ice-cream rol] which looks 
festive and tastes good too. Of 
the purely local brands, Whitman 
comes the closest in flavor and 
consistency to American ice 
cream. 

It is surpassed only by Ben & 
Jerry's (made here) and Haagen 
Dazs (newly imported from 
France), both of which are US 
franchise operations. 

The Whitman roll, called Har- 
monia, is made of vanilla and 
chocolate ice cream shaped like a 
Lincoln log and topped with ruf- 
fled ice cream and nuts. It costs 
NIS 15.50, contains 900 ml. (450 
gr.) and should slice into eight 
servings. It comes in a stiff card- 
board box with a pull-oct plastic 
tray for easy slicing. It has a Rav 
Landa of Bnei Brak kashrut cer- 
tification and Hebrew-only label-- 
ing. It would make an appropri- 
ate Shavuot gift. 


SOME OF the season's brightest 
new ice creams are not true ice 
creams at all, but non-dairy cre- 
ations made from tofu. a soybean 
derivative.

Tofu ice cream finds a natural 
clientele among people who can- 
not tolerate lactose or are other- 
wise allergic to milk. Others may 
like the idea that it contains no 
cholesterol whatsoever and 
somewhat less fat than most ice 
creams. However, most of the 
vegetable fat in Tofu Delites is 
the undesirable saturated type, 
from coconut or palm oil. 


A big drawing card of non- - 
dairy ice creams here is that they, 


are parve and therefore suitable 
for kosher meat meals. Rio's 
Tofu Delites line carries the 
kashrut certification of the Eda 
Haredit of Jerusalem as well as 
that of the Netanya Rabbinate. 
Labeling is in Hebrew, English 
and French. 

Flavors at this stage are mainly 
the basic vanilla, chocolate and 
strawberry, and the price is 
NIS 16.90 per liter. There is con- 
troversy in my household as to 
whether this tofu ice cream is an 
acceptable substitute for the real 
thing. I think it is. Most of my 
family disagrees. 


INTERESTINGLY, I've had 
more success at home with anoth- 
er brand of tofu ice cream, which 
is a non-dairy imitation of frozen 
yogurt. Made by Tofutti Brands 
of New Jersey, this product is 
trade named “Better Than Yo- 
gurt.”” It is made with a dairy-free 
acidophilus, a bacterium com- 
mon in yogurt production. 

In Hebrew lettering. the new 
imported is called "Το- 
futti Light Light.” It contains a 
mere 2 percent vegetable fat. The 
calorie count averages 170 per 
100 gr., which may be lower than 
most ice creams but does not 
qualify this as a low-calorie prod- 
uct. Most of the calories come

The last-mentioned disap- 
peared rapidly in my household — 
not for reasons of health or kash- 
mut, but just as a snack of choice 
in place of other ice creams. 

Tofutti products carry the Kaf- 
K kashrut certification from the 
US, plus the endorsement of the 
Israeli Chief Rabbinate. Avail- 
able at Super-Sol, Hypercol and 
some delicatessens and health- 
food shops, a 474 ml. box (about 
300 grams) sells for NIS 14.50. 

At the same price, the same 
outlets also carry regular Tofutti 
tofu ice cream, made without the 
yogurt bacterium. 

It has somewhat more calories 
and considerably more fat. Fla- 
vors include Vanilla, Chocolate 
Supreme and Wildberry 
Supreme. 


KALIDA IS Strauss's diet ice 
cream, labeled “sugar-free.” 
Nevertheless, a close look at the 
ingredients listing shows no fewer 
than six sweetening agents: poly- 
dextrose, lactitof, fructose, mal- 
todextrine, glycerol and aspar- 
tame. No wonder this product 
tastes of little else than 
sweetness. 

Aspartame is the only one of 
these which is virtually calorie 
free. Most of the other sweeten- 
ers are polyaicohols or related 
food groups, which contain about 
half the calories of sugars. 

Fructose, however, is a sugar, 
alternatively known as fruit sugar 
or grape sugar. All the ‘-oses” 
are sugars. Fructose contains 
about 400 calories per 100 gr., the 
same as ordinary refined sugar 
(sucrose) made from cane or sug- 
ar beets. But fructose metabo- 
{1265 more slowly than sucrose 
and is generally considered more 
nutritious. 

In reply to my query, the direc- 
tor of the Health Ministry's Food 
Administration said it was ac- 
ceptable for the manufacturer to 
label the product “/'lo sukar™ 
(sugar free) despite the inclusion 
of fructose, because the term sug- 
ar is normally understood by the 
public to mean ordinary table 
sugar, i.e., sucrose. 

Labeling is in difficult-to-read 
delicate Hebrew script, not block 
letters. To further complicate 

matters,’ there is considerable 
confusion today as to whether nu- 
tritional tables for ice creams 
should be stated in milliliters or 
grams. Some of this is due to 
inconsistent instructions to man- 
ufacturers from the Health Min- 
istry. 

The one-liter box of Strauss’s 
Kalida lists calories per 100 milli- 
liters, while the individual plastic 
cups of the same product lists cal- 
ories per 100 grams - and the 
calorie figures are widely differ- 
ent. 

The current standard defini- 
tion of a low-calorie ice cream is 
one in which there are no more 
than 100 calories per 100 gr. 

Strauss’s Kalida easily meets 
this definition -- with 87 calories 
in 100 gr. of its strawberry/vanilla 
flavor. 

Individual cups of Strauss's 
Kalida ice cream (strawberry/va- 
nilla only) cost NIS 3.30 apiece, 
while the one-liter box (vanilla 
with chocolate or strawberry) is 
NIS 12.90. 

Whitman, a sister firm to 
Strauss, makes a diet ice cream 
clearly labeled (in Hebrew only) 
“Sugar Free, Contains Fruc- 
tose." Called Glida Kala, it also 
contains the sweeteners polydex- 
trose, lactitol and aspartame. 

Diabetics should ask their phy- 
sicians or nutritional advisers

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A tale of two knives 


Ὁ kinds of knives were associated with 
Egypt-Israel relations this week. A knife, 
albeit in a metaphoric sense, played a 
leading role in an interview President Hosni 
Mubarak granted the newsweekly Der Spiegel. 
The interview’s title is “‘A knife into the heart 
of nations.”’ It’s a quote from what Mubarak 
says about Israel: ‘Instead of retreating from 
Palestinian centers of population and normaliz- 
ing conditions, which should have been done 
months ago, Israel makes enemies [of the Mos- 
lems and Arabs]. It is as if a knife was being 
plunged into the heart of the nations of this 
Tegion.”’ 

The use of this imagery is in line with the rest 
of the interview, conducted after Israel froze the 
land expropriation order in Jerusalem. Through- 
out, Mubarak's tone is hostile and provocative. 
Bitterly and threateningly he blames Israel, and 
only Israel, for all that has gone wrong with the 
Οβία agreement. ‘Either [srael really wants 
peace, and then it must further the process, or 
everything will be turned upside down.’’ 

Nor can Mubarak see any fault in Yasser 
Arafat’s conduct. There is no mention af the 
PLO covedant nor of Arafat's failure to fight 
terrorism. On the contrary: “‘I don't envy Ara- 
fat. His opponents now tell him that Israel is not 
Sticking to the terms of the accord...it's all no 
use...More and more Palestinians think that 
Israel does not really want peace... I can't 
possibly advise him to relinquish land, to agree 
to a division of Palestinian territory and to 
abandon his claim to Jerusalem.” 

On the proposed move of the American em- 
bassy to Jerusalem, he has nothing but explicit 
threats: “1 warn: if the move is made, it will

became clear that the 370 UN peacekeepers 

held by the Bosnian Serbs merely symbolize 

how the entire United Nations organization and 
its member states are now hostages. 

The Contact Group ministers, who last year 
produced the “‘take it or leave it’’ peace plan to 
end the war in Bosnia, this time opted to con- 
deman the taking of peacekeepers with warnings 
of “‘serious consequences."’ They agreed to 
regroup the UN forces, to persuade the combat- 
ants to cease fire, and to persuade Belgrade’s 
Serbs to recognize the independence of Bosnia. 

The emphasis given to different aspects of 
the joint statement by the ministers shone a 
bright light through the papered-over cracks 
between them. While the statement clearly 
slammed the outrageous behavior of the Bosni- 
an Serb Army, the Russian minister Andrei 
Kozyrev condemned illegal acts by all parties, 
going easy on Moscow’s Serb friends, but said 
the main message of the meeting was that a 
political solution must be found. The Ameri- 
cans clearly identified the Serbs as the villains, 
US Secretary of State Warten Christopher said 
further NATO air action was not ruled out in 
Washington, as it clearly is in Moscow. What is 
Tuled out in Washington is any American troops 
joining the French, British and Russian soldiers 
on the Bosnian firing line, 

The Germans were clearly outraged by the 
whole mess, but can afford the luxury as they 
are protected by their constitution from taking 
any military action. The weary British minister, 
Douglas Hurd, contented himself that the meet- 
ing had issued a ‘*strong warning’’ to the Serbs 
and that the Contact Group was “back in ac- 
tion.”’ Herve de Charette also had to be satisfied 


have explosive consequences. The world may 
see an outburst of extremism of all kinds. I 
prefer not to outline all the possible conse- 
quences in detail.”” 

Nor does he foresee a warming in relations 
with Israel. ‘Unless Israel acts to fulfill its 
peace obligations, people in my country will 
say: we don't need such a normalization. One 
thing is sure: life of the peace-dove is in dan- 
ger... Israel is pouring oil on this fire. The 
Jsraelis shovid climb down from their superior- 
ity complex. What else would you call it when 
they dream of a Near East Common Market and 
want to abolish the Arab League and replace it 
with a Near East League? We have a saying that 
pride comes to a fall.”” 

This palpable hostility is confirmed by the 
facts of the Egypt-Israel relationship. The 
amount of trade between the two countries is 
still laughably small. There is no mention of 
Israel on any official Egyptian map. Egypt acts 
against Israel in the diplomatic arena, and it 
discourages cultural and economic ties. 

A different kind of knife was featured in 
another story. Hassam Khalil, son of former 
Egyptian premier Mustafa Khalil, went under ἃ 
surgeon’s knife at Ichilov hospital in Tel Aviv 
this week. Having suffered a severe injury 
which deprived bim of sensation in one leg, he 
underwent a complicated neurosurgical proce- 
dure developed in Israel. Feeling in his leg has 
been restored. 

Perhaps one day the rulers of Arab countries 
will understand how beneficial normal relations 
with Israel can be. And instead of branding 
Israel a knife in the heart of their nations, they 
will appreciate the Israeli knife that heals.

What this piece of 
wishful thinking has to do with the escalating 
death toll in Bosnia and the encirclement of the 
blue helmets is anyone’s guess. 

As often, what the Contact Group left unsaid 
was the most signi contribution to the 
news conference. In the first place, the UN 
forces are for peacekeeping -- they have πὸ 
mandate for peacemaking. They are unlikely to 
get one -- not one Western or Eastern power 
shows the slightest inclination to fight a war in 
Bosnia. The much-trumpeted ‘“‘regrouping” 
proposal sounds similar to the US Marines’ 
objectives in Beirut in 1983 - to hold the low 
ground and keep themselves safe. They failed to 
achieve either. The United Nations and the 
Americans repeated the fiasco in Somalia. 

There, is no international will to pacify Bos- 
nia. The Contact Group is again talking non- 
sense and platitudes. The United Nations forces 
should be evacuated immediately and the whole 
concept of international peacekeeping and

Department, officials call it 
“Operation Nutcracker.” Headed 
by President Clinton, it is ἃ con- 
cept aimed at isolating the Tehe- 
tan regime and preventing the 
global spread of Iranian-sponsored 
terrorism. 

The US president has already 
shown that he means business by 
preventing American companies 
from dealing with Teheran, And 
he is pushing his allies hard to 
follow suit. 

Clinton's advisers want to de- 
stroy the alliance between Syria 
and Iran by including Syria in the 
American sphere of influence, iso- 
lating Iran. This would block the 
pipeline originating in Teberan 
which, via. Damascus, is a major 
conduit for exporting terrorists 
and their arms to the outside 
world. 

The American plan to embrace 
Syria is not only fanciful; it is mor- 
ally bankrupt. Syria is on the US 
list of state supporters of terror- 
ism.

Allende’s real-life bedside nightmares

PAULA by Isabel Allende, trans- 
lated from the Spanish by Marga- 
ref Sayers Peden. HarperCollins. 
$24. 330 pp. 


ANY people believe 
Me fiction arises out of 

somewhat well-dis- 
guised autobiography. Such read- 
ers search authors’ life stories for 
clues to their seemingly imagina- 
tive fiction, certain that, if only 
they knew enough of the authors’ 
lives, they could account for ev- 
ery detail that appears on the 
pages of novels. 

Isabel Allende’s beautiful and 
heart-rending memoir supplies 
ample evidence for those of that 
conviction. 

Admirers of her fiction. and 
scholars-to-come of her oeuvre, 
may use this new book to explain 
the origin of the characters in her 
work: The House of the Spirits. 
Of Love and Shadows. Eva Luna 
and The Infinite Plan, Ἐς will 
serve as fictional source material, 
while at the same time bringing 
her life up-to-date, stemming 
from the dying and death of her 
beloved young married daughter, 
Paula, 

Seated day after day at her 
daughter's bedside, Allende uses 
the unresponsive and empty time 
to review her life. 

She tells Faula about her par- 
ents and colorful grandparents, 
her childhood and youth in Santi- 
ago. Chile, her loves and mar- 
Tiages, She recreates in graphic 
prose the violent coup of the gen- 
erals against the presidency of 
her uncle, Salvador Allende, 
which exiled her and then her 
family to a long residence in Ven- 
ezuela and, with the blossoming 
of ber career as a writer, her final 
settlement in California. 

The occasion for all this out- 
pouring of memories which form 
themselves into goad stories is 
1992, the year of Paula's terrible 
affliction. 

She had married Emesto, a 
Spaniard, and lived in Madrid. 
Suddenly she is stricken with the 
tare disease, porphyria, the same 
iliness that caused George I of 
England's recurrent madness and 
eventual death. Faula’s case is 
especially severe; she lies in a

clearly not about all of it. She is 
freer to talk about her brothers. 
Juan and Pacho; they come alive 
in her memories of them. as do 
the three years of the three chil- 
dren’s fives in Lebanon when Tio 
Ramon is appointed Chilean con- 
sul to that country. And there are 
graphic details of Isabel's long 
but somehow cool first marriage 
to Michael, Paula’s father. 

At 17 Isabel avoided the uni- 
versity and went to work for a 
branch of the UN. In the years 
before the coup that overthrew 
her uncle, she became a TV star, 
a newspaper columnist and a 
well-recognized personage in a 
country and a culture not known 
for independent women. 

During those years she devel- 
Oped into a committed feminist 
and democrat, convictions she 
carried into exile and into her 
marriage to Willie, her current 
husband, in the US. 

Most impressive is her account 
of the conditions that existed dur- 
ing the first three years of Salva- 
dor Allende’s Popular Unity par- 
ty. when Chile's natural 
resources were nationalized and 
great land reforms were brought 
about, all of them to be reversed 
after the military coup in 1973. 

We catch fleeting glimpses of 
the aging poet Fablo Neruda and 
are given a poignant picture of 
what it means to be exiled from a 
country one loves. It is during 
these scenes that we lose sight of 
the author posing as informant to 
the comatose Paula and see her in 
her role as skilled novelist and 
accomplished memoirist. 

But do not misunderstand: the 
sad frame for these stories, the 
long bedside spells in the hospital 
in Madrid, and then when Isabel 
brings the dying Paula to her 
house in California, and the day 
of her death when Isabel accepts 
her daughter's presence as a spirit 
while bidding farewell to her 
body, are important to the book. 
They are poignant elegies to a 
great maternal love. 

But finally, Isabel is able to 
abandon what some called her 
obsession with keeping Faula 
alive. She writes: “Perhaps we 
are in this world to search for 
love, find it, and lose it.” 

Memoir, autobiography, epi- 
cedium, perhaps even some fic- 
tion: They are all here, and they 
are all quite wonderful.

Court dismisses 
petition against 
gov't aid to Teche

THE High Court of Justice yes- 
terday dismissed a petition 
against government aid to the Te- 
chen kibbutz firm, but stressed 
that a criminal investigation into 
the company’s affairs must be 
completed with all due speed. 

“It is to be hoped that the in- 
vestigation will be conducted effi- 
ciently," wrote Justices Shlomo 
Levine, Ya‘akov Kedmi and Zvi 
Tal in their decision. 

‘The petition was filed by Likud 
MKs Michael Eitan, Ron Nab- 
man, Ovadia Eli and Ariel Wein- 
stein. It asked that the govern- 
ment's NIS 146.5 million

;tors’ arrangement be canceled, 
‘and'iat ἃ criminal investigation 
(be opened into suspicions that 
‘the smuggled hundreds

Tuesday, the state told the 
court it did plan to open a criminal 
investigation — though it insisted 
hatha wes unrelated to the peti- 
tion.

“The interest here is Israel's 
economy, and nothing else,” said 
Nili Arad, head of the Justice 
Ministry's High Court division, at 
yesterday’s hearing. 

Furthermore, she said, the en- 
tire arrangement is being super- 
vised by the Tel Aviv District 
Court, and if any additional as- 
sets are later discovered, they will 
be given to the state. 

Other solutions to the problem 
were considered, but were not 
thought feasible, added Dalia 
Tal, representing both Techen 
and the . government's. kibbutz 
oe arrangement 
administration. 

The justices accepted these ar- 
guments. The problem raised by 
the criminal suspicions had been 
considered by the government. 
the Tel Aviv court, the Knesset 
Finance Committee, and the 
committee's economic adviser, 
they noted, and all had decided 
that the economic consequences 
would be so dire that the bailout 
was nevertheless justified. 

“We aren't living in the air. We 
live in the real world.” Levine 
commented. “This is a matter of 
discretion, which could be decid- 
ed either way.” 

There was therefore no reason 
for the court to intervene, the 
justices ruled. They also found no 
basis for the claim that the trans- 
fer violated the budget law. 

Afterwards, Eitan said he was 
disappointed that the transfer 
would go through. but “encour- 
aged ... by the court's statement 
about the police investigation.”

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UTM are all linked, directly or 
indirectly, with companies 
abroad in the field of transporta- 
tion, including the Kawasaki rail- 
way division of Japan, the railway 
division of General Motors in the 
US, and Electronic Data Sys- 
tems, which is involved with com- 
prose management of several 
"ὦ railways around the world, 
The companies said that they 


formed the new group with the 
realization that the issue of public 
transport and especially the light 
railway would be an important 
government priority durmg the 
coming decade. 

UTM is to deal with planning, 
building, and running all 
of the light railway project.

US economic growth 
slowest in 114 years 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) - 
Growth in the US economy sput- 
tered to its slowest in A 
years during the first three 
months of this year, the Com- 
merce Department said yester- 
day, with no signs of im- 
provement for the second 
quarter. 

The department revised down 
its gross domestic product (GDP) 
growth estimate to a 2.7 percent 
annual rate for January through 
March from 2.8% published a 
month ago. 

That is barely more than half 
the brisk 5.1% growth rate in the 
final quarter last year. 

The agency said companies 
boosted inventories by less than 
the government estimated a 
month ago, dampening the stim- 
ulus from slightly stronger con- 
sumer spending and more vigor- 
ous business investment to 
expand production. 

As automakers and other man- 
ufactures trim production to 
bring built-up inventories into 
line with more moderate consum- 
ef spending than last year, GDP 
may slow to a 1.5% annual rate 
or less in the second quarter, said 
Rabert Dederick, economic con- 


sultant to Northern Trust Co. of 
Chicago. 

“We are in a downward stair- 
steps cycle where the next step is 
going to be down again in the 
second quarter,” he said. 

Both the consumer and the in- 
dustrial sector appeared to be 
cooling. 

A third report yesterday, from 
the Commerce Department, said 
new-home sales dropped in April 
despite the spring weather and 
cheaper mortgages. 

Sales of new homes fell 2.7% 
from March to a seasonally ad- 
justed annual rate of 580.000 and 
were a steep 13.7% below the 
pace a year ago in April 1994 of 
672,000. 

Analysts said this fit a pattern 
of a slowing national economy. 

Inventories did not pile up 
quite as much as first thought at 
the beginning of 1995, Jasinowski 
observed, “Nevertheless, with a 
large oversupply of unsold goods, 
there will be a selloff in the sec- 
ond quarter.” 

He said the revised GDP data 

“confirm that the economy is 
slowing down, and suggest that 
the second quarter also will be 
quite weak.”

LAS VEGAS (Reuter) — Billion- 
aire investor Kirk Kerkorian said 
yesterday he is withdrawing his 
$22.8 billion offer to buy Chrysler 
Corp., saying he will consider 
other options regarding his stake 
in the aation’s third-largest 
automaker. 

Kerkorian’s Tracinda Corp.. 
which launched his surprise bid in 
April, also said its Chrysler 
shares are not for sale. 

Kerkorian is Chrysler's largest 
stockholder, with about a 10 per- 
cent stake, 

Chrysler's stock slipped 50 
cents to $42.125 in early trading 
on the New York Stock Ex- 


change following the 
announcement, ᾿ 
“The stock has been trading on 


the assumption that the bid was 
not going to go through in its 
present form,” one trader 
said. 

Now, he said, the pressure is 
on Chrysler to find ways to maxi- 
mize shareholder value. “There's 
much more urgency on their part 
τον to get the stock moving,” he 
said.

UK shares closed up 9.5 points at 
3,319.4, its best level of the day, 
after having sunk as low as 
3,301.4 earlier.

The Federal Reserve, Bundes- 
bank, Bank of Japan and several 
other European central banks in- 
tervened to support the dollar at 
mid-afternoon in Europe, follow- 
ing weaker-than-expected US re- 
vised first quarter gross domestic 
product (GDP) figures. 

FRANKFURT - Germany's 
30-share DAX index ended a list- 
less bourse wading session at the 
upper end of a very ught trading 
range and edged higher on the 
back of a buoyant dollar in after- 
hours dealings. 

In early trading, prices had 
edged higher on the back of firm 
German bonds and rises in US 
bond and share markets, but 
dealers said no follow-up orders 
emerged to bolster the gains. 

The 30-share DAX index 
gained 4.52 points to 2,092.17 in 
floor trading and climbed to 
2,099.95 in afterhours dealings. 

Dealers said many foreign in- 
vestors were holding back from 
the market on worries that the 
sirong mark could soon ease 
against other currencies, ¢Xpos- 
ing investors to a currency risk.

Management plans immediate firing of 350 -- and 300 later 


RAFAEL workers yesterday an- 
nounced a general strike in the 
plant, after management and the 
Defense Ministry decided to fire 
350 workers now, and 300 more 
by the end of the year. 

Thousands of workers demon- 
Strated at the plant yesterday, 
while management and the Civil 
Service Commission's service 
committee decided on the 
dismissals. 

The government's restructur- 
ing plan for Rafael, the arma- 
ments development authority, re- 
quires the firing of 650 workers. 
The workers have been refusing 
to negotiate the transformation 
of Rafael into a state firm, and

That's just like say- 
ing that the General Security Ser- 
vice and Mossad must make 
profits,” research workers’ union 
head Nahum Blatman said.
